They generally buy their ranches 
from Gentiles who suek new pastures. 
There is little doubt that th» Mormons 
will have displaced the Gentiles entire- 
ly in another year or two1. Those al- 
ready here are industrious, intelligent, 
law-abiding and companionable; also 
good managers, and possess the means 
requisite to conduct their ranches in 
good shape. 
They have purchased 


Belding's ranch at St. Thomas, and 
own all the Overtown country, where, 
on tho old town site, they are laying off 
a new Zion. Should they succeed in 
negotiating a purchase of the Logan 
and Jennings property, they 
would 


then have the cream of the valley, the 
remainder of which would soon become 
a certainty. When they abandoned the 
valley twelve years ago their number 
approximated 500, and the life-sustain- 
ing resources of the county had hardly 
developed out of their inoipienoy. With 
skillful cultivation this will become the 
most prolific and inexhaustible portion 
of the State. The soil for tho most part 
is immensely rich, and varying, as it 
does, in the quality of adaptation, and 
situated in a semi-tropical climate, a 
little pains is all that is required to 
make it vie with the most favored sec- 
tions of California. As a grain growing 
country it is hard to excel, forty bushels 
and upwards of barley to the acre be- 
ing produced by sowing the unplowed 
ground, and covering it with a harrow 
Vegetables do remarkably well.

The bill provides that any 
importation of opium into the United 
States, by a Chinese subject, shall sub- 
ject the goods to seizure and the im- 
porter or consignee to fine or imprison- 
ment, or both; and the same penalties 
are to be enforced against any citizen of 
the United States who takea opium into 
any of the open ports of China.

This bill provides for 
the creation of a board of five reclama- 
tion commissioners, of which the Gov- 
ernor and Surveyor-General shall be ex- 
officio members, to "receive and pro- 
em e information and statistics in re- 
gare to all public lauds within the State, 
which are or may become possible of 
reclamation by means of conducting 
upon them the waters now running 
through natural or artificial channels 
within this State, and shall report the 
same, together with an approximn te es- 
timate of costs and result of such pro- 
posed reclamation, at each biennial sen- 
ftiou of the Legislature." The board 
is invested with all the necessary powers 
to prosecute its work intelligently and 
vigorously. The plan of reclamation 
in the bill contemplates tho construc- 
tion of canals, the water of which is tt> 
be drawn fr»m the Trackee river and 
distributed in the Lemmon, Spanish and 
WarmJSpring valleys of Washoo county. 
Nothing is said about artesian wells in 
the bill, but it is not doubted the day 
will arrive when these sources of supply 
will be relied upon to effect reclamation 
with as much confidence as any of sur- 
face streams, which in Nevada are not 
overabundant.

The Sierra Valley Leader, of las 


Friday, publishes the annexed: "While 
in Beno the other day, the writer made 
some inquiries in regard to tho pros- 
pects nnd intentions of the N. & O. E 
B., concerning the titension of thai 
road into Sierra Valley. Knowing it to 
be of interest to many residents of the 
valley we will state that, from the little 
information gathered, it is exceedingly 
improbable if any further progress in 
the completion of the road is made for 
som« time yet to come. 
The road thus 


far completed is mortgaged for much 
more than its value, besides which 
there is a large unsecured indebtedness 
against the company. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it is impossible to make 
any more progress. The time may 
come when somebody may purchase the 
road for a portion of its value, and com- 
plete the undertaking. Yet it is ques- 
tionable if the enterprise would ever 
prove a profitable investment. There 
is an apathy of feeling among the mer- 
chants of Beno concerning the matter, 
some of them even asserting that the 
road would prove a detriment rather 
than a benefit to that town. So tho 
people of this valley and those to the 
north have but little to hop* or fear of 
the speedy completion of the road. 
It 


is stated, however, that the Union Pa- 
cific Bailroad contemplate building an 
independent line of their own from Og- 
den to the Pacific Coast. This move is 
made necessary en their part, to pro- 
tect themselves from the Southern Pa- 
cific. 
The through freight is now oon- 


irolled by the Central and Southern 
Pacific folks. To counteract this, the 
ine from Ogdan is 
contemplated. 


Should this line ba built there is a pos- 
sibility of the road being constructed 
ay the way of this valli-y and down the 
Feather river. This is the easiest and 
most natural route across the Sierra 
STevadas. If this plan b» carried out it 
will open a fine timber country and 
prove a blessing to Sierra Valley beyond 
all else. What this valley needs is an 
opportunity to transport its products, 
and it is hoped the long-looked-for rail- 
road will before long be constructed. I 
cuss this project should full through 
the best thing remaining is to build 
road from some near point on the C. P 
—Boca or Truckee. A road would un 
doubtedly pay, and steps to put th 
project in proper shape might with 
profit be undertaken immediately."
